Identification  for 
Naional  Safety  Council. 

Prof.  A.  W.  Swensen  was  elect¬ 
ed  chairman  of  a  committee  to 
formulate  plans  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  procedure  for  the  in- 
au^ralion  of  the  chemical  iden¬ 
tification  of  intoxication  in  states 
and  cities  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Tests  for  Intoxica¬ 
tion  of  the  National  Safely  Coun¬ 
cil  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

On  the  committee  with  Prof. 
Swensen  are  Dr.  Herman  Gunn, 
Ashland,  Ohio;  Sergt.  C.  F.  Van 
Blankcnstcyn  of  the  Michigan 
state  police  department;  and 
Officer  Frank  Andrews  of  the 
Evanston,  Ill.,  police  department 

Mr.  Swensen  also  attended  the 
nineteenth  annual  midwest  safely 
conference  held  at  the  Sherman 
hotel. 

Word  received  from  the  Coun¬ 
cil  indicates  that  a  bill  on  the 
chemical  identification  of  intoxi¬ 
cation  has  passed  both  the  house 
and  senate  in  New  York  slate, 
and  another  of  like  nature  has 
passed  the  Illinois  senate  and  has 
been  reported  favorably  out  of 
the  Illinois  house  judiciary  com¬ 
mittee.

A  complete  laundry  which  handles  from 
1500  to  1600  pounds  of  clothes  (dry  weight) 
each  week  is  installed  on  the  main  floor  of 
the  cast  \sing  of  Memorial  hall. 

Here  a  group  of  workers  are  seen  using 
the  big  mangle,  one  of  the  items  of  equipment 
retained  from  the  old  laundry. 

The  laundry  room  measures  32  by  33. 
Among  other  items,  it  houses  two  Monel  wash-  • 
ers.  one  handling  100  pounds  dry  -weight  and 
the  other  60  pounds  dry  weight.  Clothes  are 
washed,  rinsed,  riiiscd-aiid-blucd,  and  starched 


without  removing  them  from  the  machine. 

Next  they  go  to  the  extractor  (a  whirling- 
type  "wTlngcr"),  and  the  “Uimbler’’,  which  rolls 
the  clothes  around  in  a  blast  of  hot  air  until 
they  are  dried  “as  much  as  desired.”  This  unit 
is  designed  so  clothes  are  “fluffed”,  Just  as 
If  whipped  by  a  wind  out  of  doors. 

Two  presses  and  two  boards  with  Irons  are 
among  the  other  Items  of  equipment. 

Clothes  arc  brought  to  the  laundry  each  day 
and  stored  in  big  xvooden  boxes  until  Monday 
or  Friday,  the  two  weekly  "wash  days".

The  big  new  building,  long  a 
goal  of  the  administrative  staff 
of  the  homo.  conUiins  these  units: 

An  auditorium  which  can  also 
be  used  as  n  gymnasium. 

Laundry. 

Three-room  infirmary', 
Apartments. 

Kitchen. 

Garage. 

Central  heating  plant. 

Beneath  the  t5vm  glass-block 
panels  of  sixty  blocks  each  in 
the  center  front  of  the  building 
arc  the  twin  entrance  doors, 
opening  onto  a  vestibule  with  ' 
razzo  floor. 

Twin  swinging  doors  open  into 
the  auditorium,  which  measures 
30  by  60  feet,  and  provides  nearly 
that  much  playing  surface  -w’hen 
the  youngsters  nse  it  for  basket¬ 
ball,  One  permanent  basket  ii 
fastened  to  the  face  of  the  bal¬ 
cony,  and  another  swings  down 
from  its  ceiling  mounting  in  front 
of  the  stage.  The  room,  with  the 
balcony,  seats  450. 

The  stage,  with  a  10-foot  pro¬ 
scenium,  is  fitted  5vith  rust  cur¬ 
tains  and  a  grey  cycloramn:  foot¬ 
lights  lift  up  from  tlie  floor  for 
use  for  ploys  and  ©per 
The  ceiling  is  of  acoustical 
V.Mll-board;  it  carries  eight 
cnclased  lights  for  sports  use.  Two 
hundred  fifty  steel  chairs  an 
available  for  seating. 

Beneath  the  stage  of  the 
auditorium  Is  a  3-car  gar¬ 
age,  with  overhead  doors,  en¬ 
tered  from  the  south.  It  is 
heated  by  overhead  radiators. 
Beneath  the  auditorium  i.s  ; 
dirt-floor  storeroom,  with  about  ■ 

6  foot  9  inch  ceiling,  which  car 
be  used  for  storage. 

In  the  basement  of  the  eas. 
wing-  are  the  two  boilers  {used 
together  or  separately)  each  fired 
by  a  bin-fed  stoker,  and  a  1.000- 
gallon  hot  water  storage  tank 
for  heating  and  for  hot  water. 
A  sepai'atc  stoker-fired  •  high 
pressure  boiler  services  the  laun¬ 
dry.  The  coal  bin  holds  e  little 
over  a  carload. 

A  Inch-capacity  softener 
in  this  room  also  softens  all 
the  water  needed  for  the 
laundry. 

In  the  room  above  is  the  laun¬ 
dry.  equipped  to  handle  1800 
pounds  of  clothes  a  week. 

On  the  second  floor  is  the  in¬ 
firmary  suite  of  three  rooms  (one 
of  them  used  as  a  guesl  ivlom 
when  needed),  bathroom,  kitchen, 
bnd  nurses'  room. 

Kitchenette 

In  the  west  wing  next  to  the 
auditorium  is  a  kitchenette  witli 
an  electric  I'ange.  large  tvork 
space,  and  a  t5vo-compartment 
sink,  used  for  serving  wlien 
groups  meet  in  the  auditorium, 
find  also  occasionally  used  by  the 
youngsters  or  by  the  apartment- 
dwellers  in'the  rooms  Ufistairs.

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Becker,  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Lutheran  Chil¬ 
dren's  home,  took  up  his  work  in 
.lanuaij',  1940. 'succeeding  tlieRev. 
F.  H.  Voelker,  who  resigned  be¬ 
cause  of  ill  health. 

Mr.  Becker  was  bom  in  flllnois 
but  spent  most  of  his  boyhood 
day.s  in  Iowa.

Four  Major  Goals 
Stressed  Under 
Today’s  Policy. 

The  Lutheran  Children's 
home  at  Waverly  is  soon  to 
be  the  subject  of  a.  feature 
article  in  (he  Lutheran  Stand¬ 
ard.  official  publication  of  the 
.American  LuUieran  church, 
which  each  week  reaches 
more  than  60.090  families  all 
over  the  United  Stales. 

Prepared  by  two  members 
of  the  Waverly  Democrat 
staff  the  article  endeavors  to 
give  a  rounded  picture  of  life 
at  the  home.  The  cover  for 
the  Issue  wiil  carry  the  fa¬ 
mous  “Two  Kid.s  With  a  Dog” 
photo  which  the  Democrat 
used  last  year,  and  several 
other  home  photos  taken  by 
Democrat  cameramen  will 
also  appear. 

The  Lutheran  Standard  has 
kindly  offered  U>  permit  the 
Trumpet  to  use  (he  article 
in  ad\’ancc  of  its  appearance 
in  the  Standard,  now  planned 
for  the  May  31  issue.  Here 


-  There  are  no  orphans  at 
Lutheran  Children’s  Home  in  Wa¬ 
verly,  in  fact  that  forbidding  word 
has  been  puslied  right  out  through 
the  cheerful  reception  hall,  down 
the  well-swept  steps,  over  the 
spacious  lawn  and  away.  More 
often  than  not  a  large  number  of 
the  ninety  youngsters  at  the  home 
are  without  parents,  but  that  is  no 
fact  to  be  emphasized.  The  im¬ 
portant  thing  is  that  each  Is  a 
child,  an.  individual.  Today  the 
entire  staff,  from  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Becker,  the  superintendent,  on 
dotvn  is  shaping  all  plans  to  de¬ 
velop  the  little  charges  as  nonnal 
human  beings. 

This  humanitarian  altitude, 
starting  even  to  some  parents  in 
modern  homes,  is  happily  fai-  re¬ 
moved  from  the  rule  of  strict  dis¬ 
cipline  which  has  so  long  charac¬ 
terized  institutional  life.  And 
while  the  present  staff  at  tlie  Wa- 
\  erly  home  has  been  responsible 
for  a  number  of  innovations,  the 
whole  development  has  been 
gradual  through  the  years,  part  of 
a  growing  great-heartedness  with¬ 


in  as  well  as  without  the  Home. 

The  staff  approaches  its  work 
with  the  thought  that  "there  is  no 
substitute  for  a  good  Christian 
home."  To  properly  care  for  these 
children  who  cannot  have  that 
individual  Christian  home,  the  in¬ 
stitution  has  four  goals: 


Food  comes  from  the  130-acre 
farm,  a  big  orchard,  a  well  kept 
garden,  and  from  generous  con¬ 
gregations  which  stock  a  huge 
root-and-vegetable  cellar  and  fill 
thousands  of  jars  and  cans,  as 
well  as  the  routine  of  the  grocer’s 
shelf.  The  main  thing  about  the 
clothing  is  that  the  outfits  are  dif¬ 
ferent  for  each  child.  Shelter  is 
taken  care  of  by  two  large  dormi¬ 
tories;  for  education  the  home 
maintains  its  own  school  for  the 
first  seven  gi'ades;  the  kinder¬ 
garteners,  eighth  graders  and  35 
high  school  students  “go  to  town 
school”.

The  children  come  from  homes 
of  many  faiths,  and  sadly  enough, 
from  homes  which  have  gone 
through  all  degrees  and  kinds  of 
difficulties.  To  begin  with  Aldelma 
Williams,  the  home  social  worker, 
studies  each  child's  history,  events 
tliat  mai-ked  his  early  life  and 
and  what  his  behavior  problems 
may  be.  and  then,  with  the  help  of 
other  members  of  tlie  staff,  tr' 
to  arrange  the  child's  daily  life 
that  the  youngster  adjusts  to  tlie 
world  of  the  minute  and  of  the 

This  program  includes  such 
things  as  meetings  of  the 
whole  home  ‘'family’’  to  con¬ 
sider  its  problem.s.  and  the 
enlisting  of  the  help  of  the 
children  in  handling  disci¬ 
pline  matters. 

Naturally  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  children  is  looked  to  as  enre- 
fully  as  the  physical,  the  mental 
and  the  social.  The  youngsteis  go 
to  church  services  as  well.  And  at 
the  home  devotions  are  held  each 
day  immediately  after  breakfast, 
and  again  in  the  evening  immedi¬ 
ately  after  supper,  when  all  the 
children  and  the  staff  worship  to¬ 
gether  at  a  service  conducted  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Becker.  Before  the 
children  retire,  they  meet  again 
in  smaller  age-groups  and  have 
'’leir  own  prayers. 

THREE.  The  development 
of  a  feeling  of  “indiridual- 
ity"  for  and  in  each  child. 

Each  has  his  own  clothes,  dif¬ 


ferent  from  those  of  the  other 
youngsters,  and  while  a  "hairdo  ’ 
may  seem  a  .small  matter,  it's  a 
mark  of  individuality  too.  Thv 
youngsters  have  visitors  and  go 
%'isiting.  They  play  back  and  forth 
with  town  children  as  the  occa¬ 
sion  permits.  Last  summer  all  of 
the  children  had  “vacations”  .away 
from  home,  and  several  of  tlie 
boys  went  to  Scout  camps. 

They're  individual  too  when  it 
comes  to  abilities;  the  home  has  a 
workshop,  a  farm,  recreation 
1  equipment  on  the  grounds  and  in 
the  new  gymnasium-auditorium, 
and  experience  in  such  creative 
arts  as  the  drama  and  music. 


Last  spring  a  bird  bouse 
contest  was  held  for  the  hoys; 
a  number  of  the  youngsters 
also  make  model  planes  or 
have  other  similar  individual 
hobbies.  And.  also,  pels  are 
shared;  there  arc  pets,  such 
as  puppies. 

Each  child  has  definite  “work 
duties”  which  change  each  month 
to  avoid  monotony  and  give  tf.e 
child  more  experience  (although 
I  the  housekeeping  naturally  isn’t 
quite  as  iierfect  as  it  was  when 
I  children  bad  the  same  jobs  years 
I  around.)  Here's  one  young  ladys 
schedule:  “DAILY:  Waverly  rooir. 
and  nursery  beds.  Dust  mop  Wa¬ 
verly  and  little  boys’  rooms.  Help 
!  with  kitchen  dishes  .if ter.  supptr 
each  evening.  FRIDAY:  Charles 
City  bedroom.  SATURDAY; 
Woodwork  and  fui-nilure  in  din¬ 
ing  room.  All  porch  and  ha.', 
doors  and  windows." 

FOUR.  Each  child  should 
have  :i  "normal  family  ex¬ 
perience"  as  much  as  pos-siWv. 
For  example,  the  big  long 
t.ables  in  tlie  dining  room  were 
sawej  in  half,  so  that  each  taole 
group  i.s  now  more  nearly  '‘fam¬ 
ily"  size:  the  “big  and  the  litjle' 
eat  together  with  the  older  hoi|.- 
ing  the  younger.  The  parlore 
the  girls’  dormitories  are  smail 
and  coz>'  as  in  a  home  .and  there- 
are  several  of  them.  Here  tl.e 
boys  and  girls  like  to  get  togeihc-i, 
just  as  do  other  normal  bovs  ard 
girls. 

Especially  helpful  are  vLsiU 
to  and  vacations  in  private 
homes,  much  desired  by  tlie 
staff  so  that  each  child  can 
sec  how  a  normal  family  op¬ 
erates.  Last  Christmas  more 
than  ninety  children  were 
"loaned  out”  so  that  they  haa 
the  priceless  experience  oi 
an  "individualized”  holiday
